The Natural History Society of 
Montreal gave the third lecture of its 
rotrrse last night, when Prof. J. Tait 
■spoke on "Evolution and Function." 
He opened his discussion by saying 
'hat the study of plants and animals 
s undertaken in one of two ways. 
Either we see how they are built up. 
that is their structure, which comes 
•aider the head of Anatomy; or else 
we sec haw the parts work, that is 
'heir function, which comes under 
Physiology. These two. anatomy and 
physiotogy, were first closely connect- 
ed with Medicine and medical men 
were chtejft.v interested, but finally the 
two departments tended to separate 
front medical connection. 

A number oi artimats .are taken and 
notice- is taken as to how they are 
'e-iaitvd; this is the comparative sys- 
"cm by which they are then classified. 
Biological subjects are largely con-, 
nscted with comparison and classifi- 
cation. It was soon found that rules 
were necessary, for we cannot clas^ 
si'fy animals on the basis of .size and 
:otor. Early in the 19th century a 
dispute arose as to whether they 
should be classified according to Aa- 
itoray or Physiology, or both. A 
Frenchman, Cuvier. made the tirs; real

PROF. FOOTBALLERS 
ARE SUSPENDED 

Press Denounces Intercolle* 
giate Football Ruling 

As the result wf the suspension of 
N'otrc Dame and Illinois football play- 
ers who participated in the now fanv 
ous Taylorvillc-CaTlinvillc game, middle 
western newspapers have given consid- 
erable space to the discussion which has 
naturally arisen. Are the suspended play- 
ers to be compared to the so-called Black 
Sox of baseball or are they justified in 
accepting money for playing profession, 
al baseball or 'football after the colJcge 
seasons end? 

The Chicago Tribune editorially de- 
nounces the present ruling which for- 
bids a college athlete to accept money 
for his services. In support of this po- 
sition it said. 

"If the girls of a girls' school had 
slid down the water pipe at midnight 
and had been discovered trying to climb 
back up it in the morning after a night 
of jazz they could not have upset their 
world more than the University of Il- 
linois and N'otrc Dame boys have done 
by making a Roman holiday for Tay- 
lorville and Carlinvillc, 

"The football coaches have broken 
hearts. Two football teams are all shot 
to pieces for next year. Faculties are 
looking askance at the young men un- 
der their care. The collegiate world ip 
these part is a physical debacle and a 
moral collapse. 

"Universities are blighted, young men 
are blighted, athletic directors arc 
blighted, and a considerable portion of 
this section of the country sits in sack- 
cloth and ashes because of what these 
young men Absaloms have done in their 
perversities. 

"The corn fed moral sense of these 
parts probably ought to be more shod 
ed by the conduct of the college bo>., 
who^by playing football at Taylorvillt, 
seem to have broken the heart of tin 
world, but we cannot get them out o 
the picture as a group of Pen rod Sclio 
fields. The football coaches suggest 
Penrod's dancing teacher and his agi- 
tation when Penrod itched. 

"We do not favor the young gen- 
tlemen of the universities sneaking into 
games under assumed names. We do 
not favor their taking money, which 
they must swear they never did receive, 
for playing in professional games. 

"We believe that in vacation time it is 
just as reasonable for them to make 
money playing baseball for a summer 
hotel as it is for them to make money 
acting as swimming instructors, life 
guards, waiters, or dctk clerks. We \k- 
keve that college rules can permit a boy 
to make money out of his athletic skill i 
without making tomleis an honorable!

EVOLUTION 

(Continuedrtroni-Fwe 1.) 
a dragon fly ms àïialogô'us to that 'of 
a bird, but not Hptnotogus. Saint 
Hilaire said that tall animals.' were 
built on a common .plane and anato- 
mists thought they could reproduce a 
single praemiaeval animal that was 
in the mind of the Creator. Each ani- 
mal fills a certain niche in nature, as' 
for example, the dragon-fly, which is 
built like an aeroplane, for the air 
exclusively, and although it has six 
legs it never uses them for progress 
of any kind. Like plants, animals arc 
designed for the particular life they 
arc to live. Just after the aforemen- 
tioned dispute Darwin 'brought out his- 
hook, about 1850. Although he -was- 
not a comparative anatomist but a 
!ield worker, yet his book' helped in 
the' classification of animals. ''•More- 
over, many points 'in Darwin's book 
were later proved by anatomists. He 
llso said that animals came from com- 
mon stock. Quite naturally, a dispute 
with the Church ensued over his pub- 
lication but the Evolutionists won out. 
It was found that of all the animals, 
'he brain of the monkey most rcscm- 
'ded that of man -and many experi- 
ments were then carried out on them 
Prof. Tait said that evolution from 
animals has since been proved, but 
recently difficulties have cropped' up 
ind many points arc not nearly as 
:lear as they used to be. Hence there 
's a change of view towards analogy 
ither than homology. A book by 
Prof. Willcy of McGill showed this 
•hangc of view-point, the opinion i

Of Effects of High Altitudes 
on White Men 



Study of the problem of living at a 
great altitude was the object of an cx>- 
pedition to the mountainous ranges of 
tlic Andes in South America which was 
undertaken hy Dr. J C. Mcakins, for- 
merly of McGill University, and now 
of Edinburgh University in company 
with Professor Joseph Barcroft, F. R. 
S., of King's College, Cambridge, and 
six colleagues, who were interested in 
physiological and geographical research. 
Professor Meakins spent a few days in 
Montreal en. route from South Ameri- 
ca via Vancouver, leaving for St. -John, 
where he sailed on the Canadian Paci- 
fic S.S. "Melita" for England. 

The expedition was arranged under 
the auspices of the Royal Society oi 
Great Britain and set out from England 
.'■ast November. It was a comparatively 
short and hurried trip, yet sufficiently 
'ong to enable tlic expedition to fulfill 
: ts purpose and quest. Its members suc- 
ceeded in arriving at some fairly satis- 
factory conclusions as to the causes that 
nake it impossible for tlic average white 
•nan to live on the heights of the Andes, 
■vlthough there are natives who pass 
'heir whole existence there without disr 
•omfort, or disease beyond the normal 
'•uman lot. 

Ur. Meakins was pressed for time 
vhen interviewed, and he also suggest- 
ed that he ought not to say too much 
bout actual results attained and the 
conclusions arrived at fcrore reporting 
'ormally to the Royal Soc. ; but it was 
nfcrred that he and his colleagues had 
nade blood tests and had brought back 
vith them samples thereof which would 
'tow a very important light upon the 
'tion oi the rarificd atmosphere • of 
■-eat altitudes upon the blood corpus- 
cles. 

It was not a mountaineering expedi- 
tion in which the members of the cx- 
oditio-' followed in the wake of Whym- 
er and others who have risked life and 
•>'b in order to scale high peaks. As 
matter of fact, the Cordilleras of the 
ndes, as the mountainous ranges of 
'eru are called, have permitted of rail- 
vay construction to the summit. Start 
ng from Lima, on the coast, the party 
was able to travel from the sea level up 
to an altitude of 16,00(1 'feet above sea 
level by the Central Railway of Peru, 
whose direotors showed them every 
courtesy and provided many facilities 
for their trip. The utmost point was 
Cerro de Pasco.

the members of the expedition found 
that these people were extremely hardy, 
wiry and capable of sustained effort in 
a way that the ordinary white races 
could riot boast. A small Ihiropcan or 
North American population has been at- 
tracted there- by the usual incentive, that 
of industrial enterprise and develop- 
ment, which, in this case, is found in 
the rich mines from which gold, silver, 
lead, zinc and various valuable minerals 
are secured. Like certain parts of the 
West African coast, those white men 
who have ventured to live in the wilder 
parts of the high Andes have gone 
at the risk of a breakdown in 
health. How to make it possible 
for these men to live in that atmosphere 
has been studied by the members of this 
expedition. The success of the expedi- 
tion is of direct concern to Canada ami 
Montreal; for Dr. Meakins stated that 
he had been greatly surprised to find 
quite a colony of McGill men on the 
Central Railway of Peru and in the 
mining industry all along that track. Dr. 
Mcakins did not suffer from the high 
altitudes as some of his companions did. 

Dr. J. C. Meakins went over with the 
McGill, No. 3, General Hospital to 
France during the war, but was subse- 
quently assigned to special medical sir- 
vice in the trcat'.ment of heart cases 
among the soidicrs. At McGill he was 
lecturer in medicine .clinical medicine 
and pathology, and director of die de 
partmcnt of experimental medicine, 
leaving Montreal about two years ago 
to go to an appointment in Scotland. 
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
